HISTORY OF '93. 



^jp"^p*S OUR thoughts wander back over our four years' course which is 
^^^L so near its completion, they rest for their starting-point upon the 

I T 18th of September, 1889, the birthday of the Class of '93. 

m ^JL^ With what hearty handshakes those of our number who had 
J already spent one, two or three years in New Brunswick in pre- 

paring for College, greeted one another ! How eagerly the question was asked, 
" How many of us are there in the class ? " And how great was the disappoint- 
ment of many of us upon finding that we numbered barely fifty ; that at the 
very beginning of our course we were to be outnumbered by the Sophomores. 
When we heard the stirring '91 cheer, ob tzoUu de xoku (" not many but much "), 
we determined to act out that motto, and it is left for the impartial observer 
to judge how well we have succeeded. 

We filed into our seats on the extreme right of Kirkpatrick Chapel, eager, 
expectant for whatever the "great chief" would have to say to us. After Dr. 
Cooper had read to us one of his favorite chapters from the Scriptures and led 
us in fervent prayers for a prosperous year, Prexy delivered his forty-five-min- 
ute address of welcome, and '92 must have been very glad to see us there, if we 
may judge from their applause when he finally addressed his remarks especially 
to us. Their applause only increased when he commenced to read announcements 
to '93 from Drs. Doolittle, Hart, Cooper and Nelson, Prof. Shumway and Mr. 
De Witt. No doubt they recalled the many delightful hours they had spent 
in those same old rooms, how " Shummie " had talked Latin by the hour and 
threatened to foreclose a mortgage on many a man's vacation; how during 
exams, good old Dr. Cooper had buried his face in his hands and prayed that 
the boys would all pass, how he told stories of Grecian mythology and high 
Athenian civilization ; what lucid explanations he gave of the admirable flexi- 
bility of the Grecian tongue, &c. Our one regret was that we were not to 
have " Bennie " until our Sophomore year. 

Feeling the necessity of organization and a class yell, we soon held a meet- 
ing, and although the wicked Sophs, tried to lock us in, we went out when 
our business had been transacted, through the door as gentlemen always do. The 
Sophs, thought they had us, but when they came back to look after us we weren't 
there. Had they come a little sooner they might have heard about forty 
enthusiastic Freshmen cheering for all they were worth. From the very first 
we were actuated by the belief that success in college life is dependent upon the 
hearty co-operation of Professors and students. This may explain our excessive 
readiness to suggest subjects for Dr. Doolittle's lectures in Rhetoric, and the best 
time to deliver them. In some way (the Professor said the upperclassmen told 
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us) it was found out that Dr. Hart had an especial fondness for garlic and fresh- 
roasted peanuts, and of course we did our utmost to satisfy those propensities. 
He even asked the irrepressible " Paul Quattlander " for a quart of them one 
day. We were not all smooth-faced, rosy-cheeked boys either. With our 
" Whiskers " and " Baldy," we surely did not lack for mature spirits to check 
the fiery zeal of exuberant boyish spirits. Our sweet tenor singer, who could 
not but see that '93 was far superior to '92, and therefore left them, to become 
the " Sleeping Giant " of the Class of '93, would of course exercise a restraining 
influence upon his younger classmates. If any man did not behave as became a 
member of the Class of '93, we had an " Imperator " big enough to " set on 
him." Of course we enjoyed those first days of College life, but, alas, how soon 
was the dark shadow of death fefcloud those happy days. On the 27th of Sep- 
tember, 1889, John V. C. Ludlow passed from this world into a higher realm, 
lamented by all who knew him. He was a true friend, a loyal member of our 
class, although he had never been able to meet with us in the class-room, and a 
noble type of the Christian gentleman. The blow to us who knew him well 
was a severe one, and the remembrance of his bright young life, so full of hope 
and promise, will ever hold a warm place in our hearts. 

Early in the term we elected a foot-ball captain and determined to defeat the 
Sophs, if possible. We practiced hard, and when the day of the contest came 
the battle was fierce, and victory hung long in the balance. Every inch of 
ground was stubbornly contested until, after nearly an hour of pushing up and 
down the field, one of our opponents, by fine running and excellent dodging, 
succeeded in placing the pig-skin behind our goal line. It was the nearest to a 
victory that any Freshman Class had come in years, and we were not ashamed 
but proud of the result. Of course cane-rushing was strictly forbidden, and 
was to be punished with summary vengeance in the old regime, no matter what 
underhand means were necessary to conviction. Nevertheless, it is a current 
rumor about College that one dark night, in the fall of 1889, there occurred, 
somewhere near the junction of Albany and Somerset streets, the fiercest cane- 
rush that had been fought at Rutgers in many years. After fully half an hour 
of hard fighting, so the story goes, time was called by an alumnus and hands 
counted. The cane was awarded by a Senior to the Sophs., in spite of the pro- 
test of fair-minded spectators that the cane was ours. 

It was certainly amusing to see De Cou limp up, in his turn, to sign Prexy's 
big matriculation book the next day. Prexy was kind enough to explain that it 
contained a virtual promise not to indulge in rushing, and no doubt Prexy's 
motive in bringing it around after the rush was something like this : "The boys 
will rush anyway, and if I don't bring the book until after it has occurred I 
won't be the means of tempting them to break a promise." Prexy did hate to 
put temptation before young men. 
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The winter term was one of study for us. Some of us were so extremely fond 
of it that we took special courses in Algebra, French, Geometry and Latin. As 
a class we " did ourselves proud/' as the saying goes. We soon became the favorite 
class of all the Professors. Prof. Shumway taught one section of us all about 
the nature of the Gods, while the other section learned how to swear in the most 
approved French style. All of us analyzed Mr. Martin's human body most 
carefully and experimented in transmutation of energy by shaking the seats and 
hearing the windows rattle. The third term came, and with it all the beauty of 
a New Brunswick Spring. We buried Mr. Martin's human body and studied 
the flowers that bloomed upon his grave. To the astonishment of our friends of 
'92 we about all passed, but then we always were good students. The classicals 
learned all about the tender passions of the human heart right across the hall. 
Four hours a week we were sickened by the same elegant nonsense and listened 
to the same stale puns. Exam, time came to put an end to our misery. Base- 
ball, however, was the Freshmen's chief study, and they who elected it passed 
with honor, too. Eleven to seven was the tune to which we marched from the 
athletic grounds at the end of the Freshmen- Sophomore contest. We were 
proud men that day, and no one ever had a better right ; but, unfortunately, our 
pride had a fall. Not content with legitimate honors, we determined to exhibit 
our exultation by bringing out a fine new silk hat the same evening. The result 
was a battle, hard fought on both sides, but '92's superior numbers were too 
much for us. The 16th of May, 1890, will long be remembered as a red-letter 
day in the history of '93. It was the occasion of our first annual banquet, and 
'93 never enjoyed any triumph more than that one over the Sophs., who made 
every effort to prevent so happy an event, going even so far as to send a telegram 
that afternoon to our host not to prepare the supper, as we could not come. And I 
venture to say that none of us have since enjoyed any banquet more than that one. 

We returned to New Brunswick in September, 1890, to find that many changes 
had taken place in our ranks. Catell, Cook, De Cou, Deshler and Kendall had 
left our class forever ; Bingham had decided that the Sciences were better suited 
to his taste than the Classics ; several others had decided to specialize, for reasons 
too numerous to mention. We had received valuable additions to our numbers, 
however, which, in a certain sense, compensated for our losses. We found our 
class larger than when we entered College, and were all glad enough to get back. 
Now it was our turn to do as we had been done by the previous year. We 
watched over the verdant Freshmen with the most tender care, and showed 
them, gently but firmly, the folly of their ways by taking a cane from one of 
their number who had ventured to bring the offending stick out on the very first 
day of College. The lesson was well learned, for not another '94 man was seen 
with a cane until the evening before Washington's Birthday, when they knew 
that nearly all the Sophs, were out of town. In the foot-ball field the brawny 
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sons of '93 gave the Freshmen such a drubbing as no Freshmen had experienced 
from a Sophomore Class in years. Thus auspiciously did our Sophomore year 
open. But one element of our College life seemed lacking. The great majestic 
chief had gone, never to return in his official capacity. He who had made the 
College what it was had left it. Would it still continue to prosper? As there 
was no Vice President at that time, Dr. Doolittle was chosen to act as President 
during the interregnum, and every Rutgers man felt as he had never felt before, 
that this was his College, and all worked together for the common good. This 
term we paid our first visit to Bennie's room, and well do we remember our 
experiences with his patience, which was so sorely tried. How frequently he 
asked if we did not know it was against the rules to eat peanuts in his room. 
We can still almost see the excitement with which, when someone had brought a 
cannon cracker into the room, he said, " Throw it in the stove, Mr. Woodruff, 
throw it in the stove," and after " Woody " had strictly obeyed orders, " Don't 
you know any better?" At the end of the term we lost by resignation our 
esteemed Professor of Chemistry, Dr. Austen, and the result was an extra hour 
on each of the languages for the rest of the year. With Bennie at the helm we 
sailed into Analytics and succeeded — in sailing slower than any class ever has 
before or since that time. One other claim of distinction in that room belongs 
to the Class of '93. No other whole class was ever passed in Analytics at the 
end of the third term. The men of our class who " swiped the clapper " of 
the College bell were more fortunate than those of '92, for no one has ever 
found them out. Perhaps those in authority scorned to resort to the under- 
hand methods previously used to ferret out crime. At any rate the mystery still 
remains unsolved. 'Ninety-four thought it would be nice to run up a flag on 
Church street They did so, and we captured it and treasure it along with the 
one we ran up ourselves when we were Freshmen. Then they thought it would 
add to their reputation to parade New Brunswick with a silk hat and a brass 
band, but after we had interviewed them they had no further use for the brass 
band or the hat either. We met their twenty-seven men with just eighteen, and 
after fighting for more than half an hour as we had never fought before, the hat 
was ours. During the third term of the year we were busy with preparations for 
the greatest cremation ever held at Rutgers, and well were our efforts rewarded. 
On the night of June 15th, 1891, the people of New Brunswick and the friends 
of the students gathered by thousands to view the strangely weird spectacle. 
The accused man was tried, the arguments on both sides were eloquent and 
exhaustive, but no force of rhetoric could save the guilty man, and he was con- 
demned to be roasted alive. With what hellish glee did we dance round the 
flames, feed the fires and devour his roasted body ! So ends our Sophomore year. 
Next Fall we returned to College with some additions to our numbers, but, 
nevertheless, the smallest class in College. We took up such interesting studies 
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as Psychology and German that year. It was wonderful how much we learned 
in Psychology. It included Rhetoric, but was more exhaustive as it lasted 
longer and came twice as often. The discovery was soon made that Psychology 
was the favorite study of all of us, but somehow or other when we got into the 
recitation-room we always preferred it a little different from the text-book, and 
if we could pursue it into peculiar phases of human character and intersperse it 
with little side excursions into the province of the theater and other varieties of 
amusement, modern Paris, German vs. Italian opera, the vices of the human 
race, &c., &c, why so much the better. Then in " Doc's " room we learned the 
causative of " flunko," and Headley even went so far as to originate a " kinder- 
garten;" one day he gave Doc. "what little sense he had," and that fact will 
perhaps account for some of his questions in Constitutional Law. When we 
did not know our lessons in Astronomy how we used to pray for sunshine in 
order that Professor Prentiss might show us views. 'Ninety-three's Roman Law 
petition has become famous in the annals of the College. It only remains to 
confess that it was the one mistake which our class has made. Roman Law is 
an absolute essential to a liberal education and should be required of both 
classical and scientific men in every college in the land. The Scientifs could of 
course study Gaius and Justinian h la Bonn. Logic was a highly interesting 
study, especially to those of us who never had a book. We were able to learn 
so much the more in the class-room. 

Our Junior ball was held on the 19th of February, when 

" Entangled deep in its enchanting snares, 
The listening heart forgot all duties and all cares." 

Of course it was a great social success ; all the beauty and feminine loveliness of 
New Brunswick was there to grace our social entree. 

The Faculty, considering the fact that so many of our classicals had the 
ministry in view and that ministers sometimes display such lamentable ignorance 
of the contents of the Holy Scriptures, determined to provide a course of 
lectures on the English Bible by Dr. Duryee, and the classical section owe a debt 
of gratitude to the Faculty for this forethought on their part Our only regret 
is that the entire class could not have had them, but then we suppose that 
religious faith must not be taught in the educational institutions of the State 
unless it be of the proper sect. When men like " Baldy," " Ike " and " Van " 
have fallen from their early virtue, they certainly need something to reclaim 
them. We hope to have that want supplied in our course on " Practical Ethics." 

At the Junior exhibition '93 had an opportunity to display a new side of their 
varied activity, and the efforts of the eight young orators were rewarded with 
the hearty applause of an appreciative audience. 

Throughout a large part of oui Junior year there was a deep gloom cast over 
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our class by the death of two of the brightest and noblest of its members. 
Mendenhall and Shaw were both called from the active performance of duties in 
common with us to a higher and better world. They performed their duties 
here faithfully and have obtained their reward. We rejoice in their happiness, 
while we feel the deepest sorrow for our own loss. 

We came back last Fall with the recollection that we were now Seniors, and 
that upon us rested a large share of responsibility for the welfare of the body of 
students here assembled, and have tried to do our duty faithfully. The repre- 
sentatives of our class have succeeded in putting The Targum on a solid foun- 
dation again. We furnished nearly half of the foot-ball team last Fall, although 
we lost the championship of the College by a single point. It isbut fair to state, 
however, that this game represented the strength of neither team, as several men of 
both teams were laid off on account of the crippled condition of the players last Fall. 

Death has again come into our ranks, and this time taken our friend Utter, 
one of the leading students of the class, a man of decided ability, loved and 
respected by Professors and students. He had been with us for so nearly the 
whole course, and his death occurred so recently that perhaps we feel the loss 
even more than the others which we have suffered. His remarks in last year's 
history of the class come home to us with peculiar force now. 

Our class has been especially favored by the Faculty this year in the new 
courses of lectures which have been offered to us. Our electives, too, have given 
us larger opportunities than any of the preceding classes have had. We have 
spent many pleasant hours in " Dutchie's " room and listened with great pleasure 
to his lectures on Civilization. The History electives have found out what it 
means to work. The French division can now fully sympathize with the poor 
Freshmen who get a condition in pronunciation and irregular verbs. The Moral 
Philosophy electives are those men in the class who felt the most need of such 
instruction, but for their benefit Calderwood should have made his thoughts 
clearer and more simple. We may imagine Schenck and Dr. Duryee discussing 
the old question, " Is it ever right to lie?" but as Schenck is a broad construction- 
ist on general principles, the answer " sometimes " would hardly be safe. By 
one cause and another all but about thirty-five of our number have been taken 
from us, but we can say that the Faculty have never found it necessary to dismiss 
any of our number from College. We are few in number, but we have won 
distinction in every line of College activity; we have even broken the record 
in the President's room. Soon we shall all receive our degrees and go forth to 
our separate walks in life, some of us to the professions, some of us to teach, and 
still others to business life, but none of us can ever regret the many pleasant and 
profitable months which we have spent within Old Rutgers' classic walls.

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HISTORY OF '96. 



IT WAS a great day for Rutgers and a great day for us when we first met 
as the Clare of '96. The College fathers regarded us in silent wonder 
from their gilded frames on the Chapel walls, for they beheld a class 
which in numbers broke the record. The Sophomores, who, to avoid 
being sat upon, had withdrawn to the far side of the building, turned 
their gazelle- like orbs toward us in silent supplication. Seniors erect and dig- 
nified used the corners of their eyes for observation, and our nearest neighbors, 
the Juniors, donated their extra seats to accommodate our overflow. 

Although the day was warm, chilly sensations ran relay races down our spinal 
columns as we encountered the cold glances of the august assemblage upon the 
platform, and scanned the stern faces of our future inquisitors. Oh, the Faculty t 
the Faculty ! How much of Latin, how much of Greek, of ancient lore and 
modern knowledge they possess, and how soon they can find the boundaries of 
our attainments. But they, like us, were once euchloric Freshmen, even if they 
do forget this fact sometimes. 

We soon made the acquaintance of the Faculty, and this acquaintance has re- 
sulted in a process of cultivation which was inaugurated on the first day of our 
meeting.

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Many class meetings have been held, fall of enthusiasm " class spirit " and 
plans for utilizing the funds which we wish were in the treasury. We have a 
Clas9 President distinguished for virtue, erudition and the excellent supper which 
he, the winner of the Sloan Entrance Prize, provided for the other competitors. 
'Ninety-six produced a larger number of contestants for this prize than any other 
class in the history of the College. The papers submitted were also of an 
unusually high grade. Two ex-" Rats " frisked away with the bait. 

Promptness in entering our recitation- rooms has not been thus far a character- 
istic of the Classical section. Our most prompt member was discouraged in his 
laudable endeavor to be on hand when the first signal was given. Justice Mar- 
shall's words concerning Washington were used as a model, and the class joined 
in a concert of " First in the room, first in his seat, first in the hearts of his Pro- 
fessors" whenever "Eddie's" form was seen vanishing through the doorway. It 
soon effected a cure. "Sherry " was the chief doctor. 

We are so industrious that we study even in the hallways, as those can testify 
who have heard us recite the beautiful lines of Horace, "Alme sol curru," &c., 
ending with " viaere MAIUS." 

Several of the members of our class who are gifted in oratory have been win- 
ning laurels by addressing audiences in neighboring towns. In the presence of 
a trio of these students the pastor of one of Newark's largest churches urged his 
congregation to fill the building at the following service, as "three of the brightest 
students of Rutgers College" would be present to address them. An ususual 
elasticity of step might have been noticed on their return to Brunswick. 

Our attention at the beginning of the year was attracted towards political 
questions. Civics proved to be a study of much importance. The torchlight 
parades and political meetings before and after election furnished object lessons 
of the methods of parties for arousing enthusiasm. The shower of missiles of 
various kinds which fell from the skies one evening as a torchlight parade was 
celebrating the " restoration," showed that " what goes up must come down ; " 
and the particular potato which sped with unerring accuracy toward the optic of 
one of our number showed that a man does not need to use a telescope in order 
to discover stars. We prefer, however, to study astronomy at the observatory, 
because the other way necessitates a withdrawal from our beloved books for a 
few days in order to recuperate and recover from the surprise. On the whole, 
when such wicked " taters " and spectators gather again to witness a torchlight 
parade, may we not be there to see, and we mean " 6gg«"-actly what we say in 
this connection. 

Our " Scientifs " have won fame abroad as well as at home. One of them 
had a small account to settle with the authorities of Central Park, N. Y., as a 
result of his conducting experiments out of class-room. Another has recently 
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encouraged the belief among the town mioks that a College student has a right 
to view the spectacular at the Opera House without asking their permission to do 
so. It cost a leaden-hued eye to establish the precedent, but the price was cheer- 
fully paid. 

We pass over the sleigh-rides, serenades and other diversions which have 
helped to enliven the monotony of hard study.

'Ninety-six has made its presence felt in all departments of College activity. 
We had no sooner arrived than the fraternities began to study the pros and 
cons in possible cases. Bushing was constant for a week or so and then fell off. 

The Glee Club has been strongly re-enforced from '96. Nearly half of 
the club, including some of its best singers, are from this class. " Ike " and 
" Joe " are unexcelled. 

In athletics, we have not yet reached the high position which is desired by 
our more athletic members. With the opening of Spring it is hoped that base- 
ball may rouse all Freshmen to a sense of their duties and responsibilities in 
regard to field sports. 

The foot-ball team won a complete victory over the Columbia Freshmen in 
the Fall. We hope the coming season will witness many such victories. 

On Field Day the 100-yard and quarter-mile dashes were won by Freshmen. 
The relay race was very close, but was won by a '95 Freshman. 

The " 'Varsity " foot-ball team was greatly strengthened by one of our number. 
The stalwart form of '96's representative blocked the center very effectively. 
There is no getting around the fact that there was no getting around the man. 

As this is our debut we will be brief. We do not expect to occupy the greatest 
space in the Scarlet Letter, even if we are the largest class in the College. This 
is not a diary nor even an encyclopedia of current events. We have told of a 
few of our deeds, and leave many untold tales for the reader to guess at.

IT HAS been said that " The nation which has no history is a happy 
one."

HHE Historian feels that he has a double duty to perform — his duty to an expectant 
public and his dutv to those who intrusted him with the responsibility of writ- 
ing this history, his task is rendered more difficult since he has no precedent 
to guide him in his work, since this is the first time in the annals of the Col- 
lege that the Electrical " Lab." comes before the public as a separate institution.

Our present College vear 
was opened with Mr. Eugene Betts, '92, as instructor in physics and electricity. Mr. Betts is an 
accurate and practical mechanician. 

The public may perhaps be curious to know what we do when we gather in the Laboratory on 
Tuesday and Wednesday afternoon of each week. Here it is that we pry deeply into the secrets 
of nature, weigh in a balanc e the forces of a universe, and sport familiarly with the electric fluid. 

" Electric Jim " is '93's star electrician ; while he can talk at ease of galvanometers and electro- 
meters, of volts, amperes and conlombs, he is especially a good mechanic. Give him a saw and 
a jack-knife and he will make the most marvelous things. 

"Mose" Chamberlain and "Frankie" Remsen are the social duo of the "Lab." "Mose" 
works faithfully at the beginning of the afternoon, but it is soon observed that he goes often in 
the lecture-room to watch the slothful hands of the clock as they turn slowly toward the hour of 
four. When the hour is up he puts his tools carefully away, dons his hat, and a few minutes 
afterward may be seen "promenading the boulevarde" in the hope of meeting one of his many 
friends. 

"Frankie" has always shown a great liking for frictional electricity. It is the sparks that 
attract him. He gets saturated with it sometimes and takes the sparks home with him. He 
says there is a large field for that branch of science at Millstone. 

Scattergood and "Deak" De Haas came to us at the beginning of the present College year, 
Scattergood from the Engineering section of '93, and "Deak" from the Chemical section. 
" Deak " left us at the end of the first term, and is now on the high road to success in New York 
Citv. "Scattie" is the musician of the "Lab." How often have we listened with rapture to his 
melodious voice as he gave utterance to his only song, " The Farmer Sitting on the Fence." 
"Ben" Harrison, our motor expert, is at present engaged in refitting a very fine machine. He 
is also engaged in the production of a beard, which is a model of its kind. 

Anyone entering the " Lab." will have no difficulty in finding "Chuck;" he is always at the 
lathe. He is alwavs working, but the Historian has never been able to learn what he is making. 

Van Duzer and ilitchell are our two painstaking students. They are never satisfied unless 
they understand thoroughly the subject in hand. This is the true spirit of research, and we 
predict great things of them.

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ADVANTAGES OF SOUTH JERSEY.

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UNION COUNTY CLUB HISTORY. 



KHE TASK of Historian of an organization which just now makes its first public 
appearance is one which does not appear an easy one. Yet some circumstances 
may be given of the rise and place of a society which has high objects for its 
foundation, and the Historian may be pardoned if he ventures to add a brief 
word of prophecy for the future. Union county, as every person of intelligence 
knows, is one of the most favored districts of our beloved State. In many 
respects she possesses no mean advantages over her less favored sister counties. 
On the east we have the broad shores of Staten Island Sound and Newark Bay, while the mead- 
ows, the ffreat breeding-place of that celebrated animal of whom every true Jerseyman is justly 
proud — the mosquito — occupy a portion of the northeast. In the mountainous districts of the 
west are to be seen forests which at one time were primeval, and which at certain seasons of the 
jear conduce to the enjoyment of the royal sport of rabbit hunting ; l while through the central 
parts those two magnificent streams, the Rahway and the Elizabeth rivers, roll onward to the 
sea. Among the other peculiar characteristics of Union county may be mentioned its fine series 
of county roads, affording great pleasure and profit to large numbers of wheelmen from far and 
near. 2 

But it is not only in its natural advantages that Union takes 'a high place. There are at 
present about twenty-five of its citizens who are pursuing courses of study in Rutgers College, 
^ sufficient number, surely, when their quality is considered, to evidence the intellectual bent of 
the Union county mind. Coming as these do, not from one district but from all parts of the 
county, and from such representative places as Elizabeth, Summit, Cranford, Springfield, 
Roselle, Union, Rahway, 8 this desire for knowledge is seen to be widespread. And the talent of 
these is remarkable, embracing theology, base-ball, military aptitude, 4 <xc. The honor of Union 
has been upheld on the foot-ball field by "Dave," while other members of the lower classes 
promise to continue it. Incidentally, however, may be mentioned as supplementary to these, the 
fact that certain of the men during brief intervals devote themselves to the perusal of a few of 
the College text-books. 

But to several of the Union county men in this College it seemed desirable that, in order to 
cement more closely the ties which ought to bind them all together, an organization should be 
formed which should both bring honor to the county and benefit those interested in it. This 
will also be of direct benefit to the institution, because, as some of us have so often heard Presi- 
dent Scott say, " The well-being of the organic whole is directly conditioned upon that of the 
separate parts." 

Of the good things which are in store for us, which will come in the future, we may make a 
rational forecast. Union county will stand at the front in athletics ; base-ball and foot-ball talent 
is here, and it is hoped more is on the way. Inter-county contests will have a place, and an 
annual banquet (to be given by the undergraduates to the alumni members) will eventually be a 
thing of regular occurrence. The name of Old Rutgers will be more generally spread through- 
out the country, and the inhabitants thereof will know the tree by its fruit. If the objects are 
•carried out, our motto will be true in two senses, and an organization will be perfected which 
will be a credit to our Alma Mater, and worthy of the many eminent men who in time past 
have come from the county. The future Historian will then have a glowing account to present 
of progress and development, and to him we will now give way.

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THE WALKING CLUB HISTORY. 



HHE Walking Club, since its foundation in '95's first Freshman term, has had a 
very successful history. Its first walk — to Princeton — was attended with results, 
directly traceable to applejack, which have knit the members very closely 
together. The common desire to walk the same crack may be said to have 
started the club. Many enjoyable walks were indulged in during last year, 
long walks and short, eventful and prosy. Some of the places which the club 
visited were Middlebush, Millstone, Plainfield, Bound Brook, Somerville, Chimney Rock, 
Silver Lake, Sayreville, Franklin Park, Church street and Hightstown, the distances vary- 
ing from two to twenty miles. It is the plan of the organization to start out Saturday 
mornings after breakfast, walk till the Treasurer gets hungry, enter the nearest bakery or farm- 
house and invest in cream puffs or lemon pie, then to inspect any objects of interest (this of 
course does not include girls) which may be near, and to return to College in time for the rem- 
nants of supper.

Several duckings in sudden 
showers, a slight disagreement once with some festive sports in which " Web ; ' was saved from 
destruction by "Pat's" foot-ball brawn; apple orchards and sweet cider, country stores and 
country maidens, all have contributed to the enjoyment of these walks. 

Arbutus claimed a great share of our attention last Spring, and more than one little boxful 
found its way through the mails to our charmers far away. Water-lilies, too, about Commence- 
ment-time, lured us to several early-morning walks. One especially, the morning of Class-day, 
clings to memory, when we arose at 4 a. m., walked four miles in the bracing morning air and went 
in swimming to gather great arm fills of homely buds, which opened on the way home into 
dazzling beauty. 

Now when these hard days of Sophdom oppress us we have little time to wander like the 
sparrow, whithersoever it listeth, but still we cherish the memory of those happy hours when we 
strolled untrammeled o'er many a rood of pleasant country.

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HISTORY 



The Historian, being requested to write a special history of the Club for the Scarlet 
Letter, feels, under the circumstances, that he can do no better than present to the Board of 
Editors the newspaper account of the opening and dedication of the Club's new home at Morris- 
town, February 10th, 1893. The following is the account as it appeared in the columns of the 
"Jerseyman" of the issue of February 14th: 



A BRILLIANT EVENT. 

The new club-bouse of the Rutgers College Morris 
-County Club, at 130 and 132 South street, was the scene of 
a brilliant gathering on last Friday evening. The event 
was the opening and dedication of the club-house Itself. 

The many lights in the handsome building cast a mulU- 
tude of brilliant rays out upon the stormy night. A long 
line of carriages waited to discharge their occupants at 
the awning-covered passageway. Inside all was merri- 
ment and splendor. The rooms were beautifully deco- 
rated with dowers and palms, and their beauty was con- 
tinually increased by the constant arrival or lair lady 
guests in pretty costumes. 

On the right, as one enters the spacious hall, Is the re- 
ception-room. Back of this, and adjoining it, are the 
reading and smoking-rooms. On the left of the hall are 
the parlors, in which the dedication exercises were held. 
On the second floor are the dining and ballrooms, and on 
the third, the billiard and locker-rooms, kitchen, pantry, 
Ac., are to be found. In the basement are bowling-alleys, 
bath-rooms and the stetun-healing apparatus. 

PrompUy at half-past eight the dedication exercises 
commenced. After the rendering of a selection from t lie 
opera Tannhauser, by Maivlle's orchestra, Mr. John 
Wills, of the Class of '95, President of the Club, made the 
opening address. Among other things he said : 

"The Rutgers College Morris County Club, since its 
organization in 1869. has been a progressive institution. 
It has had the interests of the College, of which it is vir- 
tually a part, constantly at heart, and has done every- 
thing in its power to further the growth and prosperity of 
4 Old Rutgers/ 

" Its first President— I am sorry he Is not present with us 
this evening— was Mr. Frederick A. Canfleld, of the Class 
Of 1870. From Its organization to the present day the 
officers have been chosen from the students representing 
the county in the College from year to year. The object 
of this was that the name and fame of Rutgers College 
might be brought in the best possible way before the 
people of the county. Its effect has been very beneficial. 
We have, through our Influence, succeeded in persuading 
many young men to choose Rutgers as their Alma Mater. 
Some, indeed, who have not had any serious intention of 
taking a college course, have, through us, decided to do 
so. In this way we have striven to build up the College 
and further the cause of education In our county. Such 
liave been our labors for over twenty years, and now we 
have the pleasure of seeing their fruits. The new club- 
house Is Indeed a good example of our prosperity." 

In the absence of President Austin Scott, of Rutgers, 
whose duties at the College prevented his being present, 
the Vice President, Prof. T. Sand ford DoolitUe, In a very 
pleasant and witty speech, was then heard from on behalf 
of the College. He spoke of the high regard which the 
Faculty had for the Club, its work and motives, and 
ended by expressing a wish that all the county clubs in 
the College were of the same sreueral build and character. 

The Vice President of the Club, Mr. Irving E. Salmon, 
of the Class of '95, then In a few well-chosen words pre- 
sented the feelings and purposes of the student members. 
He was followed by Mr. Christopher Hibler, of the Class 
of '98, the Club's Secretary and Treasurer, who read a 



letter from ex-President Canfleld, regretting his forced 
absence and expressing his best wishes to the members 
of the Club and their guests. 

The Historian, Mr. Franklin P. Noble, of the Class of 
'95, then read the dedicatory p>em, and after the render- 
ing of another selection by the orchestra the guests and 
members of the Club adjourned to the dining-room, 
where a banquet was served by Sherry, of New York.

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THE GLEE CLUB HISTORY. 



^te^M^fHE Glee Club is, in a sort, a comic epitome, one might almost say a parody, of the 
T ■ W great world in which it moves; and the writer of its history finds himself eon- 

I A- I fronted with the same general laws, the same human ambitions, emotions and 

III passions on a little scale that meet the chronicler of universal history. As Ten- 
l/f^L|^ nyson made the brook sing " For men may come and men may go, but I go on 
forever," so also seems to be the existence of the Club. Men become members, 
and for a time strain all their energies to ensure its success. They become so thoroughly identi- 
fied with the organization that their loss at the time appears to be a fatal calamity, but they pass 
on, their places are filled, and the Club goes on forever. 

This fact became very marked at the beginning of the College year. Of fourteen men in the 
Club but six were left to re-organize and to get up a programme for the Winter season. After a 
long debate, in which many honest but passionate differences of opinion were at last amicably 
adjusted, the Club of this year was organized, six new men being elected to full membership, 
while one was engaged to sing. The six men fortunate enough to have met with the intelligent 
musical approval of the experienced surviving members have since then become so famous 
through their singing that it is a presumption on the writer's part to enumerate them. But 
then an honest pride in the Club makes it necessary that we mention among our new members 
Mr. Gregory, the sympathetic tenor from that wilderness of legislation, the city of Trenton ; 
Mr. Wilmot, known to all by his youthful appearance; Mr. Enyard, the ladies' favorite; Mr. 
Win. Van Dyck, a paragon of proprieties; Mr. Bailey, the fast man of the Club; Mr. Voorhees, 
the tall man, said to have escaped from Barnum's museum, and Mr. Johnston, whose voice, as 
known to all, is wonderfully adapted to imitations of a calliope. 

The Club this year has met with remarkable ovations. The programme has given, if anything, 
more satisfaction and pleasure through its popular character than any of previous seasons. 
Many of the selections are the effervescences of the versatile mind of our leader, Mr. Bragdon ; 
and, to be candid, some of them have become the mainspring of the success of our concerts. 
Among such we must not forget to mention the new medley, composed largely of songs from 
Wang, and Mr. Bragdon's solo, "She's Got You by the End of Your Xose." Those two songs, if 
we judge by the way they have brought down crowded houses in our large cities, would have 
been a valuable addition to the Jewish operations before the walls of Jericho ; but then you 
know the American audiences are for the most part still as patient, long-suffering and stolid as 
were the walls at Jericho. We keep this last fact constantly before the new members to prevent 
them from getting swelled heads, which would necessitate new mortar-boards at an expense of 
three dollars apiece. The Club, nevertheless, has adopted a new mortar-board, not at all as a 
result of the above-named cause, but because it was decided, since the College colors are scarlet 
and black, a tassel in which there were some red threads would be fitting and becoming. 

Following the precedent established last year, the present business manager arranged a 
delightful trip through the South during the Christmas holidays. The trip extended as far South 
as Georgia, and took in the principal cities of eleven States. In all, it was a success, considered 
either musically or financially. 

An era of good feeling seems to have been established between the Club and the Faculty. The 
latter recognize, if not in the measure of the members themselves, still in a high degree the 
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importance to the College of such an institution as is ours. Numerous expressions on their part 
have shown the hearty injerest they take in the Club's reputation and success. 

Among the members there appears to exist that millennial good feeling prophesied by Isaiah 
when he says, "The wolf also shall dwell with the lamb, the leopard shall lie down with the kid, 
and the calf and the young lion and the fatiing together, and a child shall lead them." Now I 
do not wish this to be literally construed, for it is far from the writer's intention to impute that 
any member is a wolf, a lamb, a lion or a child ; the idea merely is to express in an allegorical 
way the perfect harmony of brotherly feeling which possesses all the members. 

But enough has been said, though the half has not been told. However, we can safely say 
that the Glee Club as an organization has come to stay, and that so far it has endeavored to 
be a credit to the College. We flatter ourselves to have been successful in our endeavors. As a 
training in certain ways, and an experience in life to its members, there is no organization in 
College to equal it. With an honest pride the Club upholds the only musical effort made at 
Rutgers, and keeps alive a spark of the divine muse until such time when music will be con- 
sidered a necessary department in the College work.

* 1 V ROFE3SOR BOWSER was born in Sackville, Province of New 
M, W Brunswick. After attending the district school and Mount Alii- 

1* son Academy, he went at an early age to California. There he 

* * continued his studies in the San Francisco High School, and 

afterwards in the college at Santa Clara. He then taught school for a period 
of two years. All his vacations, both while pnpil and teacher in California, 
were spent in traveling, and thus he was enabled to cross the Isthmus of 
Panama a number of times, to make six visits to Mexico, to see Peru, 
Ecuador and other parts of South America, also the Sandwich Islands, to 
journey through Oregon, Washington Territory, British Columbia and Alaska. 
He rode over the State of California from one end to the other, visiting every 
important location in that land of wonders. The only means of inland travel 
at that time was by stage coach or on horseback, and he generally preferred 
the latter. One Summer he rode from San Francisco to Los Angeles, then 
on to San Diego, thence down into Lower California, a distance of over 600 
miles. He slept a few nights in hotels and private houses, but generally on 
the ground, from choice. With his Mexican eaddle for a pillow, a pair of 
blankets for a covering, and the starry canopy for a roof, he slept sweetly among 
the giants of the forest, and often by the sound of the ocean surf. His ride 
from San Diego to Lower California was beneath waving palm trees and cloud- 
less skies. For more than half the year there is no rain there, no dew, no 
dampness. Dr. Bowser remembers that ride as one of the most delightful 
experiences of his life. 

In 1865 he went to Albany, N. Y., and after a year of study in the Normal 
School of that city he was graduated. He then taught one year in the Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute, after which he entered the first regular Scientific Senior 
Class of Rutgers College, and was graduated in 1868. 

Dr. Bowser was immediately appointed tutor of mathematics in his Alma 
Mater. From 1869 to 1870 he was in the employ of the United States Coast 
Survey at Washington, D. C. ; in 1870 he was called to Rutgers as Adjunct 
Professor of Mathematics. In 1871 he succeeded Col. Kellogg in the chair of 
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Mathematics and Engineering, which position he yet holds. He received the 
appointment in 1875 of "Acting Assistant of the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey," and from that time to the present he has been in charge of the 
United States Geodetic Survey of New Jersey. 

For a number of years Dr. Bowser has not only done the" very full work of a 
Professor of Mathematics in College, but, with hardly an exception, he has also 
completed a new text-book each year on some part of his favorite subject. The 
following series of admirable works are from his prolific pen :

Some of these works have reached the sixteenth edition, and they are in use 
in upwards of eighty colleges and universities. For clearness, conciseness and 
thoroughness, as well as originality of treating the subjects, they are unsurpassed. 
It is easy to see that Dr. Bowser is a very busy man. Besides his College duties, 
geodetic survey and authorship, he finds time to extend his knowledge in many 
other directions. He has surveyed a number of iron mines, often for the pur- 
pose of determining the line underground between two mines whose owners were 
in litigation about their respective claims. He is constantly sought to give 
expert testimony in suits at law where accurate scientific principles are involved. 

In 1874 he surveyed a line on an arc of a great circle from the Hudson to the 
Delaware, to determine the old northern boundary of New Jersey, which had 
been run in 1774. In 1882 he was the surveyor for the Commissioners 
appointed by New Jersey, in connection with a like body acting in behalf of 
New York, who together re-surveyed this old boundary and marked it with 
granite monuments at every road-crossing and at each interval of a mile, from 
one end of it to the other. 

It may not be amiss to quote here some words written by M. E. Gates, LL.D., 
now President of Amherst College : 

" Dr. Bowser is a man of exceptional ability as a teacher in the class-room. 
You seldom find a mathematical author of his prominence, devoted as he is to 
prolonged and intense study of the higher mathematics, who is at the same time 
an enthusiastic and efficient teacher of mathematics. I have never known an 
instructor who secured more work from students, or more steadily developed 
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their mental power by class-room work in mathematics than does Dr. Bowser. 
In rapidity and skill of questioning, and in the stimulating guidance which calls 
forth the best that there is in the student (while steadily refraining from doing 
for them what the students can do for themselves), Dr. Bowser is altogether 
exceptional." * * * 

His pupils consider him unequaled as an instructor. One of them, himself a 
Professor in one of our largest universities, says : " He is altogether the best 
teacher I ever saw. He has the faculty of talking exactly to the point; of 
explaining just enough to help one who has studied the lesson and desires to 
learn ; but he never talks for display. If the student does not know his lesson, 
vain is his effort to deceive the Professor by brazen volubility. He makes short 
work with pretentious ignorance. He can have any number of pupils at the 
board, keep them all busy, see where any one is making a mistake, help him at 
the right time, and all this without confusing this learner or interrupting the 
work of the others. The respect of the students for their instructor is so pro- 
found that there is no government needed. 

" Once in awhile Dr. Bowser can be persuaded to deliver a public lecture. 
His theme usually connects itself with astronomy, and in wealth and beauty of 
illustration, as well as charm and power of eloquent description, his lectures 
would seem to be the work of a man who had chosen literature as his vocation, 
rather than of one who is distinctively a mathematician." 

Indeed, his lectures on the " Planets," the " Stars," " Comets and Meteors," 
and ether topics in astronomy, are said by many competent judges to surpass 
anything of the kind. His vigor and power of delivery, added to diction perfect 
in its simple directness when scientific accuracy is required, are indeed remarkable. 

The degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred upon him in 1882 by Lafayette 
College. Dr. Bowser is in the prime of life, and is regarded both as a genius 
and a tower of strength by his confreres in Rutgers.

m ^ m ^^% The experience and wisdom of the best thinkers and the noblest 
J lovers of mankind have become incarnated in our institutions of 

learning. The college at once conserves and develops all that is most instructive 
in human language, that is most valuable in mathematics, that is truest in science, 
that is wisest in mental and moral philosophy, that is most interesting in consti- 
tutional law and political economy ; and having loaded young men with more 
or less knowledge on these and kindred topics, it sends them forth to play the 
role of guides and philanthropists, on the great stage of life. What an infinite 
stretch of distance, representing what upward struggles and myriads of activities 
in mind and heart, lies between the cannibal feast of the Fiji Islanders and the 
intellectual banquets of a College Commencement, with its rare flowers, its 
exquisite music, its assemblage of youth and beauty arrayed in fashion's showiest 
art and taste ; its poems and speeches, abounding in the most sparkling thoughts, 
most learned allusions and brightest jewels of wit of which either distinguished men 
or undergraduate orators are capable ; and above all, with its suggestiveness of 
endless hope and promise for the future welfare of the nation and race ! 

No wonder throngs of alumni and friends gather charmed around class- day 
exercises, and witness with eager delight thcf high award of diplomas, with other 
honors and prizes. These things are proudly significant. They do not mean, 
however, that the young graduates are finished and perfect specimens of humanity. 
Some of them, alas, may get possessed of this conceited and destructive notion, 
but more of them have been too carefully guarded to entertain it. They know 
well enough that they have entered only the vestibule of knowledge, while the 
great temple unexplored and winsome lies beyond, that the rank in college is not 
always the rank in life, that the world demands not dreamers but workers. The 
very word "commencement" indicates that although they have come to the end of 
the college course they are only at the beginning of a new career in the busy, 
jostling, practical and exacting world, where a man must win his spurs, not by 
the plaudits of fair admirers but by hard, earnest, self-sacrificing work. It was 
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long ago ordained for man that he would eat bread by the sweat of his brow, 
and no collegian can be an exception to this universal law. Success is to be 
found in his capacity alike for self-denial and sagacious application. The pro- 
fessions of law, medicine and theology not only, but the store and the farm as 
well, are waiting for the accomplished and willing graduate. Society everywhere 
needs him ; it needs him, however, not as an ornament, a toy, an intellectual 
machine to entertain and to be entertained, but as a worker, and especially as a 
helper. The diploma written in a dead language will not, after all, convert the 
graduate into a good lawyer, or a good physician, or a good preacher, or even a 
good farmer and mechanic. 

And so the world confronts the graduate with the critical question, What can 
you do ? What are you worth, anyhow, in the line of service as a helper to 
your fellow-man ? As he answers this question so will be his future. It is the 
moral direction of our activities rather than the strength and acuteness of those 
activities that crowns us with the truest earthly greatness and with the bene- 
dictions of God.

An Interview With a College Journalist.

Denny — If you're not going up on ft the hill," as you confessed to me, I'm 
just as ignorant as they are. 
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Posmy — If you'll just shut up for a minute, I'll tell you. You see, this 
Summer J took somewhat to journalism, having nothing else to do at the time, 
and I rather enjoyed the work. So, after thinking seriously upon the matter, I 
have decided to adopt a literary life. Consequently, when I graduate, I intend 
to go to Europe and take a university course in history and philosophy, so as to 
be able to get a broad foundation for my life-work. 

Denny — Fm d glad to hear that, old man ; But if you go abroad, 

don't fall in love with those German maidens we read about in Heine, or with 
the good old beer. 

Posmy — Now stop your funny business ; I'm dead in earnest about this. 

Denny — Oh, I didn't mean any offense.

YyY HE PRESENT tendency to athletics threatens, if continued, to radi- 
1 I I cally change the higher education. If we take up any college 
III paper? especially one of the later-born ephemerals, we feel like com- 
JgJL^ plaining, as Addison's character did at the make-up of his pudding : 
" Mem. — Too few plums and too much suet." For nine-tenths of 
the college news relates to matters which, until recently, had no place in the cur- 
riculum ; and so far as education of the mind is concerned, which is the professed 
object of a learned institution, would not be missed if omitted. Certainly they 
were unknown even to the college world a few years since* Yet the students of 
those days worried along without the luxury of blackened eyes, broken legs and 
dislocated knee-pans, and the fathers welcomed their sons home as gladly as though 
they had mastered all the betting tricks known to the human jockey. But now 
all is changed. " Their talk is of bullocks." The news relating to the literary 
exercises, the work done by leading scholars and prizemen, the lectures and dis- 
cussions of learned societies about the college, if there are any, are dismissed 
with a word, or not even noticed. We hear of " Quarter-back," " Touch-downs," 
" Goals, " Sprinters," " Left-center," " High Jump " — a jargon which is cer- 
tainly not a language of culture. Big muscles, small brains, " take the cake." 
Discipline of brute force, not refinement and culture of mind, is the direction in 
which the college pendulum now swings. Shall this continue until it covers the 
cycle of education, driving out preparation for intellectual work entirely, or is 
this fad, like measles among children, which every one must have, but feels no 
way improved after the disease is over, and therefore might as well never have 
broken out with it? 

No competent observer of college culture can object to exercise. The body 
must have this as well as the mind, or both will suffer. They are so connected 
that one cannot be neglected without imperiling the other. But the danger is 
great that athletics, pursued as they have been in colleges, will produce incal- 
culably more harm than good. They are not under the direction of competent 
medical knowledge. They are pursued with a reckless violence and brutality 
which savor more of the prize-ring and Donnybrook than the actions of refined 
young gentlemen who are fitting to become our leaders in all the professions and 
the elegant accomplishments of modern culture. There must be a change in this 
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respect. There is too much violence. There are too many persons injured, not 
merely painfully and temporarily, but incurably and with jeopardy of life. 
There is too much time lost from the legitimate work of college, not only by 
the injuries on the field but by absence in attending the sports, especially when 
the game is between institutions far removed from each other. Contests between 
the men who know each other and have the common feeling which possesses all 
of the same college are rough even to brutality. But when it comes to strife 
between rival institutions, where the game must be won at all hazards, then the 
contest is a veritable battle. And, like the case of a battle, the hospital, the 
home where the wounds are healing, is the place to see the real effects. For 
brave men will not let their complaints be heard, and wounds received while the 
blood is hot are not felt till afterwards. We see improvement coming. Com- 
petent medical men will direct and adapt the exercises to the constitution of 
each. They will control the arrangements of the athletic field. They will 
prevent disgraceful brutality by making it impossible for this to supplant skill 
and fairness, which are the only measures of true exercise. We would not see 
athletics banished, but controlled by science and made to assume their relative 
importance. We would not prevent the free intercourse between different col- 
leges, but welcome its increase. For in this way we can discern the beau ideal 
of education, where all our literary institutions shall unite, not as at New Lon- 
don or Manhattan Field alone, but in intellectual contests, where they would be 
combined, as it were, in one great university. So we greatly desire the renewal 
of contests in which choice scholars shall contend in generous rivalry ; where 
prizes, either of gold or olive leaves, shall be offered for the best work. That 
most noble woman, of blessed memory for her many good deeds, Mrs. Astor, led 
the way by establishing the Inter-Collegiate Prize Examinations in New York 
City. For a time there were contests which called forth the best efforts of our 
young men and were felt as a stimulus to scholarship in many colleges. Why 
were these contests allowed to cease? Are there no more Mrs. Astors? Has 
muscle conquered brain ? Has the college developed into the diamond field and 
the pool-room ? J. C.
